wets, Captain W. J. Lewis Parker 
(Lew to his friends) was a 
retired Coast Guard officer 
who was a great friend and 
long-time trustee of Maine 
Maritime Museum. He was a 
native of Kentville, NS, a sur- 
vivor of the great Halifax

graduate of Dartmouth, and an 
officer in the U.S. Coast Guard 
from 1941 to 1969. All his life 
he was interested in ships, especially the larger schooner- 
rigged vessels, and he collected manuscripts, photographs,

models, books, and other items associated with the 
schooners. His “study,” the building behind his house in 
Camden, which contained his collection, becanne the haunt 
onal and amateur historians of 
another generation. Later, his books overflowed the study 
and he finished off a large attic space in the house so thar he 
could continue to collect. In the 1990s, an inforrnal 
Maritime History Group began <0 meet, focused on Lew, 
Jim Stevens, and other old timers of wide maritime experi- 
ence and knowledge. 

Lew died in 2006. With the exception of a few items, his 
massive library of maritime books, periodicals, photographs, 
and manuscripts came to this Museum. Somen_f the books 
are extremely rare early 19th-century volumes. ‘There was no 
private library anywhere, to our knowledge, which would be 
a more important addition to the Museum's collections. Staff 
members moved 260 cartons of these items to the Museum 
at Bath. We were humbled and amazed ar the generosity of 
the gift, but there was more. Aware of the Museums needs, 
and of the costs of caring for such a large collection over 
time, Lew also left the Museum a substantial portion of the 
estate. We knew this would be a significant amount of 
money, but have just recently learned how much was to 
come to the Museum: over $400,000. This money will be 
put to many uses. First, it is enabling us to hire Anastasia 
Weigle as project archivist and Erica Davis as intern to get 
the photographs and manuscripts cataloged. Ir also paid fer 
an intern last summer. The work is far from finished, but on 
the pages of this issue of the Rhumb Line is a little rasre of 
what the photograph collection contains.

We prick up our ears when we hear anything about 
Angus McLeod, since he was Wyoming’ first captain. Here ts 
a picture of him as a much younger man - 2 photograph

Angus MeLeod was born in Cape Breton, Nova Scotia, 
and entered the seafaring life in the United States hefore 
rumning 21. His first command was the thice-mast S$cPooN’t 
Ellen M. Golder, which he took in 1880. In this way, Cant. 
McLead entered the world of Percy & Smaii and the Maine 
Maritime Museum. The vessel had been built by Adams & 
flitchcock at Bath in 1874. Adams was Capt. Samuei B. 
Percv's step-father, and Hitchcock was 4 brother-in-law or 
Williarg T. Donnell (of the shipyard next door ts reney eo 
Small).

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The Boat Shop is Back! 


Once upon a time, Maine Maritime Museum ran what was 
called the Apprentice Shop. This was a transformational 
operation in which people learned traditional boatbuilding 
skills among the many other lessons people learn when they 
get together to do interesting things for important reasons. 
Stories of the “A-Shop” are thick around the Museum and 
people who were involved then speak fondly of the old 
days. You see, changing circumstances eventually led to the 
dissolution of the Apprentice Shop. While boat shop pro- 
gramming remained in some form for years after, even the 
full time boat shop program eventually ran out of funding 
sources and was cut back until only the Museum's flagship 
educational program, “Discovery Boat Building” remained. 

Since I joined the Museum almost two years ago, it has 
been apparent that the boat shop must be revitalized. Boat 
building is at the heart of our mission and it is one of the 
most important industries in the state economically and 
culturally. Many people came together to strategize how we 
could accomplish this in a financially sustainable way and 
I’m pleased to tell you that we are nearly there. 

A few months ago we hired a talented boat builder and 
educator named Kurt Spiradakis to teach the Discovery 
Boat Building program and to take the lead in rebuilding 
the boat shop program overall. His skill and enthusiasm 
were apparent from the start. In addition to working with 


the students, he reorganized the shop, solicited donations 


of equipment and tools, recruited new volunteers (currently 
numbering 14), created a dozen new workshops and pro- 


grams, and began preparing non-collection boats for sale. 
We had positive meetings with other schools who want to 
participate in the Discovery Program and just sold one of 
the boats we advertised in the last issue of our newsletter. 
As a solid vote of support for the educational value of the 
boat shop programming, The Leonard C. and Mildred F. 
Ferguson Foundation granted the Museum $18,000 to 
support the educational programs through the end of the 
year. So now, at last, the boat shop is active at least five 
days a week. 

Our vision for the boat shop includes educating people 
of all ages about traditional and modern boat building 
skills; supporting this critical industry by offering unique 
experiences and lectures about contemporary boat build- 
ing; and using exhibits, programs, and hands-on educa- 
tion to teach people of all ages about the important role 
boat building and ship building has in the culture and 
heritage of Maine. 

So it is with grateful thanks to the many volunteers, 
donors, and members that we can say, “The Boat Shop 


is Back!”

Built in Lunenberg, Nova Scotia, the Zwicker and its crew of 28 sailed for 
cod to the Grand Banks off Newfoundland until the late 1960's. Starting 
before sunrise, 24 dorymen rowed her 12 dories from the vessel three times 
a day to drop their mile-long trawl lines for cod, and return to the ship with 
their catch. It was a dangerous life, as they would fish in fog or stormy 
weather with only a foghorn to guide them back. Sometimes, before fish 
stocks were depleted, they would row back ro the schooner with fish up to 
their armpits! Evenings meant cleaning, salting, and storing the thousands of 

pounds of fish they had caught in the holds below deck. Only when they 
had 320,000 pounds of fish in the hold, could they head to port. Living in 


close quarters, eating salted food, and taking no showers for weeks must

McLeod moved to Bath, and married Alice M. Colburn 
here in 1893, when he was about 44. He later commanded 


three four-mast schooners built and operated by William 

T. Donnell, and two larger schooners built and operated by 
Percy & Small. Later the McLeods moved to Somerville, 
Massachusetts, where the Captain died in 1928, at the 

age of 79.

On October 22, 1907, Percy & Small launched their 
27th vessel, the medium-sized five-mast schooner Governor 
Brooks, under the command of Captain McLeod. Like most 
vessels, the Brooks was named for one of her shareholders, 
in this case, the governor of Wyoming. The same man held a 
share or two in the big six-master launched a couple years 
later, which Captain McLeod also commanded — Wyoming. 
Percy & Small’s own yard was busy when they wanted to 
build the Brooks, so they leased the then-inactive Donnell 
yard next door. Thus the Brooks became the fourth vessel 
from the same building slip to be commanded by McLeod. 

The Captain’s wife Alice was the daughter of Captain 
Eben Colburn and Abbie Donnell Colburn of Belfast — 
Abbie was a distant cousin of our own William T. Donnell. 

It often did happen that the daughters of sea captains mar- 
ried captains. In 1896 the Donnell yard launched a vessel 


for their own fleet, to be commanded by Captain McLeod,

This photograph, which Lew Parker obtained from Manson 
descendant H. Sherman Holcomb, suggests an easy relation- 
ship of equals between the two captains, despite the 20-year 
difference in their ages. Captain Manson, like McLeod and 
Lew Parker himself; was from away; in Manson’s case, from the 
Shetland Islands. He had moved to New Haven, Connecticut, 
by 1853 (aged about 24). He spent 46 years at sea, 36 of them 
in command. The last two vessels he skippered were Bath-built 
schooners. In 1893 he retired from the sea and spent his time 
managing a fleet of coal schooners from New Haven, in part- 
nership with Frank W. Benedict. He was a summer resident of 
Squirrel Island, from where he could keep an eye on schooners 
he had under construction in Maine shipyards. 

The day this picture was taken, we know Capt. Manson 
was in a good mood. He told the reporter for the Bath Daily 
Times that Bath shipbuilders’ work “cannot be improved on 
by any other shipbuilders in the world.” In return, the 
reporter allowed that Capt. Manson was “said to be one of the 
best commanders who ever stepped aboard a vessel.” Other 
than celebrating the launch of a vessel named for himself, 
Manson might have been in a good mood because this was 
the occasion of a family reunion. All five of his children were 
present, along with a couple of grandchildren. A granddaugh- 
ter, Margaret M. Gurner, christened the vessel with a bouquet 
of flowers (Maine had liquor prohibition at the time). 

In the background of the picture, we see workmen peer- 
ing down one of the schooner’s three hatches. As far as we 
know, nothing occurred during the launching to ruin the 
Captain's enjoyment of the day. The Magnus Manson was a 
smallish five-master, to be commanded by Manson's brother- 
in-law, Capt. Daniel Tullock. She was involved in no disas- 
ters and lasted slightly longer than average for a coasting 
schooner. She was sunk by a German submarine in 1917. 


Captain Manson died in 1909 at the age of 80. 
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Captain Parker first gave the Museum a print of this pic- 
ture decades ago, when we were looking for pictures of the 
cabins of Maine-built square riggers. Interior pictures from 
the 19th century like this are scarce. “Somewhere,” said 
Lew, “I have the names of those men.” Somehow, we have 
lived without knowing who they are until just recently, 
when I found Lew Parker’s original of the image — a sepia 
6”x8” print on an 11”x14” mounting board. Turning it 
over, one can read “Ship Standard’s after cabin with Capt. 
Bamphor(sic) Percy, a Stevedore, Capt. Joseph Sewall and 
Joe Jenks.” Also, there are the marks of the photographer, G. 
Poole of the Instantaneous Photo View Co., 757 3rd 
Avenue, New York. 

The casual informality of the group of men and the off- 
center composition are unusual, on top of the rarity of inte- 
riors of ship’s cabins. It makes us think there is a story 
behind the picture, and knowing the names of the people in 
the picture makes it possible to go looking for that story. 


Captain Ellis Banforth Percy, on the left, is the person 
in the picture who is “at home.” His father, Captain 
Nathaniel Ellis Percy, commanded Standard from her con- 
struction in 1878 until 1895, and son Banforth grew up 
aboard. The Percys and the Standard were from Phippsburg. 
And it is Banforth’s presence in this picture that gives us our 
first clue as to the date — it can be taken no later than March 
1895, when he died (aged 28) by falling overboard from the 
big steamer Morgan City, of which he was the first officer. At 
the time of his death, the Bath Daily Times thought that he 
had commanded Standard for several voyages. The issue is 
confused because both father and son seemed to prefer to 
use the simpler-to-spell name Ellis, but it is possible that the 
son went as relief skipper for his father on a few trips. Since 
Percy’s name is misspelled on the back of the picture, we 
assume that this print of the picture was not his. 


The stevedore is unnamed, and has something of the 
demeanor of a lamb among wolves. A stevedore runs a busi- 
ness of loading and discharging vessel cargoes. This gent’s 
crew of longshoremen are probably laboring away elsewhere 
on the ship. The weather may be messy, topside — he is wear- 


ing some form of knee-high rubber boots and an overcoat. 


Captain Joseph Ellis Sewall, third from left, appears to be 
sitting on his overcoat. From 1891 through 1897 he com- 
manded the Sewall four-masted bark Susquehanna, and this pic- 
ture was likely taken during one of that vessel's stops in the 
New York City area. Noticing that he shares the name of Ellis 
with the Percys, we wonder if they are distantly related. In any 
case, it was not unusual for shipmasters from the Kennebec to 
visit aboard each other's ships. Sewall was known to have been a 
harsh disciplinarian, and is cited in the Red Record. As a child he 
is reputed to have killed another boy with snow-covered ice. He 
was accompanied by his wife on some trips in Susquehanna, 


and lost a new-born baby to disease aboard that vessel.

Joe Jenks of H. E. Jenks & Sons was a New York ship- 
ping master, who supplied crews for vessels, and paid them 
off. By this time, captains at New York used such people to 
obtain all their crews. All the crews’ wages were paid 
through the Jenkses, with most advance wages kept by the 
shipping master. These “bottom feeders” had bad reputa- 
tions for supplying seamen with poor outfits and sometimes 
providing ships with crew members who were not seamen 
and had no intention (when sober) of signing aboard a ship. 


Believing Ellis B. Percy to be 24-28 in this picture, I tried 
to find a date in the 1891 to 1895 time period when both 
Standard and Susquehanna were in New York, where the 
photographer was from. The New York Maritime Register 
indicates that there was no such time. The closest was 1892, 
when Standard arrived at Philadelphia on November 14th, 
and Susquehanna arrived at New York November 15th. It is 
possible that Sewall and Jenks (and the photographer) have 
traveled to Philadelphia in search of crew members and 
found their way aboard Standard. 

It does look like Percy is at home — he is the only one in 
the picture who is not wearing or next to an overcoat. The 
scene is convivial — at least Jenks and the stevedore are smok- 
ing cigars. Another cigar (the photographer's?) is in the ash 
tray on the table. There are traces of a woman's touch: the 
fancy cushion thingie hanging behind the stevedore’s head, 
the doily on the table. Perhaps the camera shutter and flash 
were tripped accidentally. Surely the chair with the hats would 
have been moved, and the camera centered on the men, if the 
photographer had finished composing the picture. 

We look forward to discovering more treasures like these as 
we explore this collection and we are grateful for the opportu- 


nity to preserve these priceless artifacts for future generations.

We sort of know what this is, and 
roughly when, but not where.

distinctive bow ofa wooden Ferrishull (| ss Mu 
from the World War I period. Like the 
Liberty ships of World War II, Ferris 
hulls were a standard cargo steamer 
design built all over the country. The 
designer was Theodore E. Ferris of the 
United States Shipping Board, not 
George, who invented the Ferris wheel. 
There were also designs for concrete and 
steel construction. Wooden hulls like the 
one in the picture, 268 feet long, were 
built in South Portland, Freeport, Bath, 
East Deering, Thomaston, and Sandy 
Point in Maine, and Newington in New 
Hampshire. All were built in the 1918- 
1920 period, at the end of World War I. 
Many of these contracts were canceled 
by the government because of the end of 
the war, and some completed vessels 
never fulfilled the purpose for which Last Issue’s Puzzler 
they were intended.
